
Race to protect pubs 



■ A GROUP of 10 
students, along with 
staff from Uffculme 
Academy, were re¬ 
cently part of a 
group of 200 plus 
students from the 
UK who spent two 
weeks visiting 
China. 

During the trip they 
went on a bullet 
train, visited a uni¬

A RALLYING call has been issued to protect the few re¬ 
maining pubs in the Blackdown Hills, following the pub¬ 
lication of new figures that suggest as many as 29 drinking 
establishments are closing every week in the UK. 

Campaigners hope to list several of the area’s pubs as 
“community assets” in an effort to ensure their survival. 

Under the planning rules, listed pubs could be protected 
by law for a length of time before being converted for al¬ 
ternative use or bulldozed. 

Members of the community would be given a period of 
time to put together a business plan to rescue establish¬ 
ments recognised as “assets of community value”. 

The Kings Arms in Stockland was the first building to 
be listed as a community asset by East Devon District 
Council two-years-ago and efforts are continuing to save 
the pub. 

An application has also been submitted to register the 
Yarcombe Inn and EDDC planners are expected to make 
a decision next month. 

Meanwhile, the Campaign for Real Ale is determined to 
add 3,000 more pubs to the list by the end of 2016. 

CAMRA spokesman Tom Stainer said the target was 
ambitious but that meeting it is essential in order to secure 
the future of struggling pubs - in the Blackdown Hills and 


across the country. 

“Holes in the current planning system allow pubs to be 
sold off, demolished or converted to many other uses with¬ 
out planning permission or the involvement of the local 
community,” he said. 

“However, when a pub is nominated as an asset of com¬ 
munity value it automatically receives planning protection, 
meaning it is no longer a soft target to would-be develop¬ 
ers looking to quickly purchase and convert or demolish

Getting back to nature 

’ project brings families closer together

Where to collect your 
VIEW from the 
Blackdown Hills 
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‘Wild Woodlanders 

A COMMUNITY enterprise is celebrating help¬ 
ing 100 Taunton residents find new skills and 
confidence by spending quality time in the 

woods. 

Neroche Woodlanders, a social enterprise based at 
Young Wood near Staple Fitzpaine, has just completed 
a third year of its highly-successful project entitled 
Wild Learning, with funding from the People’s Health 
Lottery, Somerset Skills & Learning and Taunton As¬ 
sociation for the Homeless. 

Wild Learning worked with more than 40 adults and 
60 children during a 12 month period, providing a wel¬ 
come change of scene for fa mili es from the Halcon 
and Priorswood areas in Taunton, who face a range of 
challenges including homelessness, long-term unem¬ 
ployment, learning difficulties and family pressures. 
They were referred through support agencies includ¬ 
ing Taunton Deane Borough Council community 
team, Taunton Association for the Homeless and the 
Prospect Job Club. 

Twenty sessions were held in the woods specifically 
for adults, who learned about woodland wildlife, prac¬ 
ticed traditional skills like green woodworking, and 
helped to conserve the forest environment. Partici¬ 
pants carved bowls and spoons, cooked together on 
the campfire, and went searching for signs of nature 
through the seasons. 

Twelve family days were run on Saturdays through¬ 
out the year. Families worked and played together, 
building shelters, using tools, creating fairy dens, 
cooking together on the fire and exploring nature. The 
project ended with an overnight camp, with families 
who had never camped before experiencing this for 
the first time in a wild setting. The camp enabled many 
to experience real darkness for the first time. 

As well as bringing people to the woods, Woodlan¬ 
ders also ran an after-school club at Halcon Primary 
School, bringing parents into the school grounds to 
enjoy time with their children, whittling wands, and 
cooking popcorn over a camp fire. 

Jenny Archard who led the project, said: “We know 
that the woods provide a powerful setting for people 
to find out more about themselves, build family rela¬ 
tionships, pick up new skills and interests, and also 
feel they are contributing something back to nature. 
The peaceful, natural surroundings of a wild woodland 
strips away a lot of the stresses of everyday life, and 


I HAVE been interested in history since a child and, 
on picking up a copy of your interesting paper, I was 
immediately drawn to the Wellington/Waterloo arti¬ 
cle. 

For about 65 years I have known Staple Hill to be 
the hills’ highest point, so I was startled to read that 
the monument “stands at the highest point of the 
Blackdown Hills”. 

My OS map (Landranger series no 193) marks Sta¬ 
ple Hill’s height (above mean sea level) as 315 metres 
(about 1034 ft); it is situated just east of the B3170 
road’s junction with the hills’ ridge road, the intersec¬ 
tion being east of the Holman Clavel pub. 

The map shows the elevation at that junction to be 
299 metres. The map does not give the height of 
Wellington Hill, on which the monument stands, but 
it marks the elevation on the road immediately south 
of the monument as 254m. 

According to the contours there is precious little dif¬ 
ference between that height and the base of the mon¬ 


helps people to heal and recharge themselves.” 

Feedback showed that participants gained confi¬ 
dence, felt less isolated, discovered new practical 
skills, and benefitted from positive interactions with 
others. 

“We provide a non-judgmental atmosphere, in a very 
natural setting.” said Jenny. 

“We allow learners to explore new interests, and gain 
a sense of achievement. There is always a campfire at 
the centre of things, with the kettle on, and cooking 
food collectively is also an important part of the ex¬ 
perience.” 

At the end of the project, the adults taking part talked 
of having grown in confidence as a result of the time 
spent at Young Wood, and having learned to take a 
lead in their own lives.

Even 
if the height of the monument (53 m or 174ft) were 
added to the 299 metres of the hill it would still not 
top Staple Hill and we apologise for the error. 

We have contacted the National Trust about future 
illumination of the monument but there don’t appear 
to be any specific plans at present. A spokesman said: 
“Now that we have the lights in place, we hope to use 
them on other special occasions but won’t use them 
regularly for a range of environmental reasons.” 


Neroche Woodlanders used the John Muir Award as 
a basis for the project. The award, named after the fa¬ 
mous Scottish-American wilderness explorer and 
campaigner, allows participants to earn a certificate 
for completing a simple portfolio of learning. For 
those without many existing formal qualifications, this 
provided an important sense of achievement. 

Gavin Saunders, who worked alongside Jenny on the 
project said: “Taunton has its problems and its areas 
of deprivation, but it is fortunate to have some amaz¬ 
ing wild woodlands right on its doorstep. Through this 
project we can help people who seldom get the chance 
to do so, to benefit from those woodlands.” 

Neroche Woodlanders are currently seeking funding 
to run a fourth season of Wild Learning starting in 
September.

the pub - which in some 
instances has literally hap¬ 
pened overnight.” 

Mr Stainer said any 
group of at least 21 local 
people could get together 
to nominate a pub - a 
process that could be led by 
parish councils or CAMRA 
branches. 

The campaign is also of¬ 
fering advice and guidance 
to help communities in the 
Blackdown Hills lead the 
fight against closures. 

Tony Simpson, a local 
historian and CAMRA 
member is leading the calls 
for action in nearby Honi- 
ton. But the campaign 
warns that hundreds of 
other communities across 
the South West are in a 
similar position. 

Mr Simpson said: “We 
seem to have an abundance 
of coffee houses and cafes 
but fewer and fewer local 
inns. 

“These public houses are 
historical and important to 
our economic future since 
both locals and visitors ap¬ 
preciate a variety of local 
inns in the town centre. 

“We need to do every¬ 
thing we can to protect our 
great tradition of local 
pubs.” 


James to tackle triple Ironman 


JAMES Page is a normal family man taking 
on a not so normal challenge in September 
when he will be taking part in the Brutal 
Events Triple Ironman - Continuous in 
Snowdonia National Park, North Wales. 

The distances are somewhat daunting - 7.2 
mile swim in 12 degree water temperature, 
348 miles on the bike with just over 32,000 
feet of ascent and 78 mile run, three 
marathons back to back with the first part of 
the run up to the summit of Snowdon. 

James decided to take on the triple having 
completed the Double Iron Triathlon in 2013 
completing the course in 37 hours 19 min¬ 
utes. He’s now going for the triple to raise 
money for three children’s charities - one for 
each Iron distance - which have touched his 
heart over the years. 

The first charity is the Taunton Opportu¬ 
nity Group (TOG), a pre-school for children

with multi-sensory needs. James’ daughter 
Maddy was bom with congenital heart dis¬ 
ease and Peters Plus Syndrome, among a 
host of other medical concerns and spent her 
early years attending TOG being stimulated 
there. More recently one of James’ friend’s 
sons was also treated by TOG making a real 
difference to their development. 

The second charity is Child Bereavement 
UK who support families, helping them to 
deal with bereavement, vital when there is a 
death of a child or a child who has to deal 
with the death of their parents or siblings. 

The third charity is Birmingham Children’s 
Hospital and in particular for the treatment 
and research of Child Brain Tumour, after a 
friend’s niece who has since birth been sup¬ 
ported and treated by the hospital. 

James has been training solidly since sign¬ 
ing up for the race back in November last 
year. 

As part of his build up he has swum, cycled 
and run thousands of miles. He has taken on 
a number of challenges as part of his training 
which on their own would be a massive feet 
of achievement themselves. Some of the 
highlights so far have been; The Oner, an 82- 
mile coastal run along the South West Coast 
Path from Charmouth to Studland, which he 
completed in 23 hours 25 minutes; Hope 24, 
a multi-terrain trail run where James battled 
through pain and tears over 24 hours to com¬ 
plete 100 miles of running and placing sixth 
out of 80 solo entrants; and a 404km Audax 
which he completed in 20 hours and two 
minutes.

Investigation into 
parachute death 


AN investigation into 
the “tragic” death of a 
parachutist at 

Dunkeswell Airfield has 
been launched. 

Chris Jones, 61, who 
was head of chemistry at 
Wellington School in 
Somerset, died at the air¬ 
field, near Honiton, on- 
Friday, July 31st. 

The British Parachute 
Association has begun 
making inquiries to de¬ 
termine the exact nature 
of Mr Jones’ death, al¬ 
though the circum¬ 
stances are not thought 
to be suspicious. 

Originally from the 
Pontyclun area of South 
Wales, Mr Jones had 
been a member of staff 
at Wellington for 13 
years. 

He was also a qualified 
skydiving instructor 
who had taken part in 
more than 1,000 jumps. 

The school’s headmas¬ 
ter, Henry Price, de¬ 
scribed Mr Jones as a 
“fine schoolmaster and a 
well-respected col¬ 
league”. 

He said: “Chris was 
deeply committed to his 
teaching of chemistry as 
well as serving the 
boarding community. 

“The community is 
deeply saddened by the

sudden and tragic death 
and our thoughts are 
with Chris’ wife Liz, 
their three children and 
all of his family and 
friends.” 

A spokesperson for 
Dunkeswell Aerodrome 
said: “The British Para¬ 
chute Association board 
of inquiry will investi¬ 
gate the accident and, 
when completed, will 
sumbit reports to the 
coroner, the police, the 
Civil Aviation Authority, 
and any other relevant 
authorities.”
